MINUTES OF MEETINGS OF SUBCOMMITTEE ON ORGANIZATION 


All the meetings were held “in the office of Mr. Clegg, 
Room 5256, Department of Justice Building. 


Four meetings, have been held to date; the first meeting 
from 9:00 A.M. to 12:30 P.i., December 9, 1941; the second meeting 
beginning. at 8:00 P.M., December 9, 1941; the third meeting beginning 
at 1:00 P.M., December 10, 1941; and the fourth meeting beginning at 
2:00 P.M., December 13, 1941. 


7 Those present were as follows: Mr. H. H. Clegg, FBI, chairman; 
Captain H. K. Fenn, ONI; Major W. P. Corderman, MID; Mr. E. K. Jett of 
FCC, vho was present at all except the third meeting. Mr. Thomas Harris, 
Assistant General Counsel of the FCC, accompanied Mr. Jett to the first 
two meetings ond represented Mr. Jett at the third meeting; Commander H.D. 
Padgett represented Captain Fenn at the fourth meeting. 


The findings, agreements and recommendations of the Subcommittee 
on Organization are reported in the attached memorandum. 


Your Committeé, at its initiel session, undertook to make 
a survey of the present censorship practices, and at subsequent’ sessions 
there were added to this list the specific practices in the field of 
censorship and, related activities as set forth in the report, entitled 
"Survey of Censorship Practices and Plans," which was made following a 
survey by the Federal Bureau of Investigation. ‘There were also added’ 
the most recent practices, as they were’ inaugurated and came to the 
attention of your Committee from day to day. From Page 1 to Page 6 
of the inclosure will be found an itemization of the present practices 
of censorship in the various governmental agencies and departments. 


5 Pages 7 to 9 include specific problems in the field of 
censorship coverage, with recommendations. 


Pages 10, 21 and 12 suggest the organization for administrative 
operations at the Seat of Government headquarters of the censorship 
establishment. 


Pages 13, 14 and 15 set forth recommended organizational and 


operational policies. = 
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Page 16 covers specific matters referred by the General 
Conference on Censorship to the Subcommittee on Organization for 
recommendation, except those matters referred which are covered.

1. Military and Naval. censorship of ‘communications to and 
from Military and Naval personnel is in effect at de of 
the United States, including bases leased from the 

2. ‘Military and Naval Communications Sections have been 
confidentially engaged in the surveilling of various types of inter~- 


national radio. commmications which were believed might be of special 
significance to the Army and Navy. | : 


3. ‘The Federal Communications Commission is doing a general 
monitoring job in all mauthorized fields of radio communication, 
point-to-point radio communications and mauthorized broadcasts. In 
this. connection, the Federal Communications Commission is continually | 
patrolling the ether to pick up any mauthorized transmittals or broadcasts. 


4; The Federal Communications Commission conducts a monitoring 
of every word of incoming propaganda transmitted by radio. 


5. The Federal Communications Commission is now covering 
‘some foreign point-to-point radio commmications: and is equipped to 
cover additional. ones upon request. - 


6. The Federal Communications Commission is now doing general 
monitoring surveillances in the domestic broadcast field when pertinent *~ 
to and in connection with foreign language broadcasts.- 


a 7. The Federal Communications Commission places a limitation 
‘on: the usé.of radios on foreign ships in United States waters. ‘They are 
mot permitted to use their radios except for safety and similar purposes. 
gy The Federal Communications Commission, prohibits amateur 
radio stations and radio operators broadcasting to foreign countries. 


9.. The Federal Communications Commission controls, through 

- its licensing power, radio operators and radio stations. This licensing 
power is naturally a strong influence, as the Commission can refuse to — 
grant a license to an operator or a station and can revoke licenses 
already issued. ° 
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10. The, Federal Communications Commission requires that 
a complete record be: maintained of all communications by domestic 
telegraph, by international cable telegraph, by international radio 
telegraph, and all similar communications by radio from ship to shore , 
and international commumications. The carrier or transmittal companies. 
are required to keep copies of commmications and programs -and require 
that these commmications be maintained in a file. At present, these 
communications must be maintained for one year. 


The only review of any of the communications and 
records, which has taken place, has been done for the. purpose of 
determining ‘the classification of communications, the speed of 
transmittal, the type of service, and usually these searches are made 
in connection with hearings. The, Federal Communications Commission 
has not engaged in the practice of reviewing the messages as to context 
material.

12. The Post Office Department examines samples of suspected 
mail items, not including first class letters, but including prints, 
parcel post and papers, for the purpose of determining if the ‘publication 
or the mailer is registered wmder the Registration Act or to determine if 
the matter can be classified as propaganda. .An opinion is then obtained , 
as to whether the matter is nonmailable, and suitable action taken. 


13. The Post Office Department examines first class mail 
only when. there is an indication that the contents are contraband and 
the addressee or addressor can be persuaded to open the communication 


in the presence of Postal authorities, or when there is adequate information 


to support the use of a.search warrant in examining the mail. 


14. The Post Office Department prohibits the transmission 
ehvough ‘the mails of publications which violate copyright laws. 


15. ‘The Post Office Department enforces the laws ‘which provide 
penalties for transmission by mail of certain itens, such as: poisons; 
explosives; obscene matter libelous, indecent and fictitious matter; 
and several, other classifications prohibited specifically by statute. 


16. The Post Office Department, at the request of the EBL, 
will hold suspected mail for 48 hours until .a search warrant can be 
obtained to: permit examination. 


17. Customs inspection aids in controlling all incoming ‘mail, 
except first class mail, and also aids in controlling comiunications which 
may be. shipped internationally ‘by freight or other ‘means. 
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18. Freight and other exports are examined by Customs 
authorities to determine the existence: of information of value to 
the American export control system, narcotics control and proclamations. 
prohibiting. the export of firearms. ' 


19. It is a practice of Customs officials to ‘search persons 
and their belongings when they are. outgoing or incoming - Nationals of 
Japan, Germany, italy and the "blocked" nations. 


20. All incoming -vessels are searched by Customs authorities, 
and outgoing vessels are searched when a special reason exists. 


21. The Liaison Section of the General. Counsel's, Office, 
Treasury Departinent, examines suspected literature to determine if it 
is propaganda or subversive literature. The information is reviewed, 
digested, analyzed to some extent, and referred to interested departments 
and agencies.. This. examination includes fume photographs, books and 
publications. 


22. ‘Pousian Funds Control receives: from Customs and Post 
Office authorities and investigative agmcies any incoming material 
from foreign. countries which might contain securities or be of interest 
in controlling foreign funds. 


23. The U. S. Maritime Commission endeavors to get the 
cooperation of newspapers so that they will -cease ‘publishing specific. 
information concerning the movements of merchant ships and cargoes. 


24. The Economic Defense Board receives: intercepts, usually. 
those discovered. by censorship, through the State Departnent, 
the FBI, and from M ry ‘and Naval Intelligence, when the intercepted 
material relates to matters of economic defense. 


25. The FBI maintains close liaison with __ censorship

26. The FBI. receives intercepts from the Federal - Communications 
Commission and occasionally from the Coast. Guard: when the contents rélate 
to matters of intelligence. 


27. ‘The. FBI operates. a radio monitoring station for handling’ 
intelligence work, ‘including. radio surveillance in cases of counter~. 
espionage and countersabotage, when the cases are within the investigative 
jurisdiction of the FBI. 
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28. The. Library of Congress has a current interest in all 
literature seized as propaganda. The information is for the files of 


the Library and for possible restricted disseminat et 
terested government departments. ace bID . 
contributes to the total colléttion of such items. e rary 


performs a sélection and examination fumction in connettion with 
material recommended to the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs for 
dissemination in Latin America. 


29. The State Department re both Bie 
as to incoming and outgoing meil. Th sampling of from 33-1/3 
to 50 per cent of the contents of the to see that the contents 


comply with regulations which have been promulgated by the State 
Department to the effect tBat only that mail may be included which is 
for the purpose of promoting ‘and protecting American interests. 


30. The Immigration and Naturelization Service censors mail 
eadeeesed to or from persons held under deportation processes. 


31. The Immigration and Naturalization Service may require 
‘an elien departing from the United States to submit for official 
inspection all documents and articles and other things which are being 
removed from the United States upon, or in connection with, such person's 
departure. 


32. The Federal Bureau of Prisons makes a one hundred per cent 
censorship of all incoming and outgoing mail of inmates “incarcerated in 
their institutions. The Federal Bureau of Prisons also determines what 
magazines and books may be received and read by the innates and also 
selects the radio programs which they may hear. 

- 33. A spot~check is made on all domestic foreign language 
broadcasts made in the United States. There are 200 stations using 
31 foreign languages.. 


34. The Federal Communications Commission is constently 
patrolling the ether along a systematic line, looking for illegal radio 
stations.

51. Instructions were issued whereby military authorities 
Will have in operation a postal censorship on incoming, outgoing and 
in-transit mail of an international character within forty-eight hours. 
There will necessarily be a ‘selectivity in the sampling of these types 
of mail ‘proportionate to the progressiye increase in‘ personnel. 


52. The Office of Naval Intelligence was authorized to censor 
international commmnications by leased wire which ‘will become effective 
in the United States. 


53. The Treasury Department through its customs agents now 
reports a censorship of international communications by freight, express 
and air express.

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WORK ‘AND PROBLEMS NOT PRESENTLY BEING -HANDLED" 
48 (as of December 9, 1941) 
1. It is possible now for announcers to be aliens. AlL 
radio operators (technical men). are licensed, fingerprinted, and 
required to be citizens. 


It 4s recommended manimously that all aliens employed 
~ broadcasting companies be fingerprinted, that all Axis aliens, 
including -annomcers, should be investigated and their-names checked 
against the files of all intelligence agencies. 


2.. American registered cable addresses are not controlled 
at present. A code word, ‘which is used to designate the addressee. as 
well as: the address, may be utilized as a possibility that the word ; 
might contain some secret message. or have special significance. The 
ONI considers this a part of the cable censorship. problem. “They” are 
planning to. ‘approve those. cable addresses up to a certain date and ali 
. subsequent to that date will be required to make application and thus 

be approved by the chief cable censor. All were in agreement that 
this plan should be put into operation. 


3. There is-no policy for governing rebroadcasts from 
foréign countries and froni possessions. Messages: from. individuals 
in foreign comtries are now permitted to be broadcast. 


It was felt by the Committee that this was a problem 
which was not of major importance at present since outgoing commmications 
would be of more value to the enemy than incoming communications. 
However, it was felt that authority should be given for controlling 
all rebroadcasts from foreign countries with the establishment of the 
censorship organization. 


4. There is no present complete censorship or stoppage of 
foreign language broadcasts although spot-checks are made of foreign 


language broadcasts in various sections of the country-and more recently

It was believed that the Committee on Basic Principles 
and Policies should. consider this problem and make recommendations. 


It was reconimended that all Japanese language broadcasts 
be discontinued immediately. 


In the event it is found desirable to discontinue any _. 
other foreign language broadcasts; the closing down of a station should

SUGGESTED. ADMINISTRATIVE ORGANIZATION 


There is attached hereto a general organization: chart for 
censorship administrative offices at the Seat of Govérnnerit. 
Explanatory comments ecacerning this chart are submitted as follows: 


The Presidents. The’ President will have. power to extend 
jue’ sdiction, if-the law permits, and he will have the ‘ultimate. 
authority over policies, personnel, organization, administration, 
planning and operations. It was further recommended. that the President 
have unrestricted power over the- ‘appointment of the Diréctor of 
‘Censorship and other personnel and that he create the Genser ety: 
Advisory. Board.. 


‘The Censorship Advisory Board: This Board, created on orders. 
of the President, will be, made ‘up. of representatives selected by the . 


various departments and agencies of .government -served: by: ‘and useful. ‘to ae 
the. censorship -organization. Specifically recommended’ at. the time of | 

the establishment of the: Board are representatives fron. each of. the 
following: State Department, ‘Treasury Department, War Department, 

Justice Department, Post Office Department, Navy Department, Commerce

The Director of Censorship:. Under -the President, the Director 
of Censorship will appoint, train and control personnel. He will 


establish the organization and will ‘have: ‘administrative and “executive 
control over all censorship activities. ‘He will be ex:. officio chairman | 
of the Censorship Advisory Board. - 
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Deputy Director of Censorship: The Deputy Director of 
Censorship, to be appointed by the President or — at the President's 
acquiescence — by the Director of Censorship, will act as Director 
of Censorship in the absence of the Director, He will be the channel 
through which the Director keeps in close touch with the various 
organizational activities and personnel. He will be assigned such 
other duties as the Director of Censorship may designate. 


Assistant Director im Charge of Censorship: Directly in 
charge of censorship activities will be an Assistant Director. He 
will have under his personal supervision all divisions engaged in’ 
different types of censorship. He will be charged by the Director of 
Censorship with performing such duties as may be demanded with respect 
to the administration and operation of the actual censoring processes. 


Assistant Director in Charge of Administration: ‘This Assistant 
Director will have specific charge of the Administrative Division and 


the Liaison and Distribution Division. He will perform such duties as 
are delegated to him by the Director of Censorship in: the administration 
of operations, personnel and activities of these--two- Divisions.

Thé various divisions have indicated in the attached chart 
with reference to them the types of commumications which they will 
censor or have charge of from a control or censorship standpoint, as 
well as the various types of activities in general which will be performed 
in the Administrative and Liaison and Distribution Divisions.

One of the members of the Committee recommended the adoption, 
in principle, of the above organizational scheme as reflected by chart, 
with the request. that consideration be given to placing the Legal Section. 
under the Director of Censorship and as a part of his immediate staff. 

A further recommendation was that consideration be given to establishing 
the Commmications Section, now under the Administrative Division, as. a 
separate division. 
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ORGANIZATIONAL AND OPERATIONAL POLICIES RECOMMENDED 


1. It is recommended that legislation and authorization 
for censorship be sought at this time. 


2. It is recommended that a Baeuner of Censorship be 
promptly designated. 


3- It is recommended that a Censorship Advisory: Board be 
designated now to serve as consultants and advisors in censorship.

1. To make recommendations for the Secretary of the Treasury 
to delegate authority vested in him for censoring all forms of 
commmications with the enemy and: allies' of the enemy by telegravh. 
telephone and radio. 


The. Committee did not believe, that this authority should 
be delegated at this time since Hr. Hoover, in charge of censorship, 
has communicated with Treasury authorities advising that, if an emergency 
arose which needed covering, by communicating with Mr. Hoover the 
emergency would be handléd and any authority:therefor would-be delegated. 
It was further felt that there should be no temporary delegation of this 
authority, which might. be redelegated upon *the establishment of the 
censorship organization, and there would be ho Sdvantage in this 
temporary delegation of authority in view- of ‘the fact that any emergency 
can ‘be -handled. by. reference of the emergency ‘to Mr. Hoover. 


2. To make recommendations as. to what, mail is to be physically 
stopped and where. 


The Committee felt that this was a natter for handling ’ 
by arrangement between any postal censorship establishment and the Post 
Office Department. The. coordination of this work has since begun by 
conversations between representatives ‘of the War- Department and the 
Post Office Department, and rules and regulations governing the stopping 
and délivery of ‘mail aré in process of being drafted. 


3. To make recommendations as to what procedure shall ‘be 
followed if the censorship organization doés not move with adequate 
speed. and a large backlog of mail accumulates. 


The Committee recommended that if the volume of mail was 
larger than could be completely censored, there should be a selectivity 
and sampling process utilized in the exainination of the mail, and the 
percentage of the mail selected for sampling would increase ‘proportionately 
to the increase in personnel assigried to censorship duties. ‘This procedure, 
based upon an intelligent. selectivity, will permit the mail to flow with 
reasonable. rapidity. It should be borne in mind however, the Committee. 
feels, that the delay of individual and selected items of mail matter is , 
one: of. the effective methods of operation of censorship. 


4. To make a report. on the. availability of equipment and 
facilities and service functions which are presently available to be 
of assistance in censorship work. The report in question is as follows:

Equipment at each primary station includes a long range 

‘ Airection. finder for determining the. direction of subversive radio 
stations, recorders for making permanent records.of their transmissions. 
in any language, including high speed telegraphic tape recordings. 
‘Special equipment is installed to afford reception of signals from 
high, ultra high, medium and’ low frequency stations and, provision has 
been made for uninterrupted recordings over long observation periods..- 
Emergency equipment has been proveded each primary station to permit 
operation of the station in spite of loss of commercial electric 

power. which might result in case of. attack by an unfriendly power. 

Each primary station is in constant commmication with the: headquarters 
office, Washington, D. C., through the medium of the National Deferise 
Operations commmication network and provisions have also been made in 
this case for uninterrupted operation in spite -of possible loss of 
commercial electric power by the: use of the emergency power supply 
installed. Each primary station is manned ‘by a crew of specially 
trained technicians numbering between twelve and twenty.. Each primary 
Station is equipped, also for the measurement of frequencies of all 
intercepted stations. Primary stations are located ‘on tracts of land i 
ranging in area from.sixty to two hundred and. fifty acres, thus per- 
mitting the erection of the necessary large rhombic or beverage’ antennas 


required. for special intercept. and commmication work. 
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The secondary stations are each equipped with receivers 
covering the ultra-high, high, nedium and low frequencies. Recording 
equipment is installed to permit the permanent recording of ‘inter- 
cepted material, both voice and code, at high, medium or low speeds, 
rapid measurement of the frequencies of intercepted signals, and 
direction finding equipment for the determination of the direction 
of subversive or illegal stations. The direction find equipment 
is divided into two classes. At certain secondary stations long range 
direction finders have been installed to permit the determination of | 
direction of high-frequency stations over long ranges. At all 
secondary stations, direction finding equipment is mounted in 
automobiles especially designed for investigational and intercept 
use, practically constituting a mobile receiving and. direction — 
finding station, capable of being mioved into any area for accurate 
spotting of any station, and contains its owm regular and emergency 
power supplies. Special equipment developed for these mobile 
vehicles has made it possible to intercept and record transmissions , 
from stations operating on ultra-high, high, medium and low: frequen~ 
cles. 


Personnel engaged in the National Defense Operations 
activities, Federal Commmications Commission, have been specially 
trairied in the above operations during the past fifteen months of 
NDO operation. 
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Functions of the Federal Comminications Commission 
Which Are Significant in Connection With Any 
Censorship Program. 


The specific functions of the Commission which appear. to be 
aost significant in connection with the execution and enforcement of 
any censorship program are (1) the monitoring or spot checking of radio 
sommunication; (2) requiring that messages and records of programs be 
xept; (3) foreign broadcast monitoring; and (4) the exercise of licensing 
power. 


Monitoring is the "policing of the ether"; it covers routire 
and spot checking of all radio transmission, Attached ‘hereto is a list 
of the Commission's monitoring stations with a brief description of their 
equipment. The Commission!s monitoring facilities are used prinarily 
to detect the unlicensed radio station. Its scope, however, is much 
wider than that. All radio stations, broadcast and point-to-point, may 
be monitored, The Conimission is in-a position, therefore, to listen to 
and record the progranis of any‘domestic broadcast station, whether upon 
complaint or as part of a regular surveillance program. Short wave 
broadcasts from foreign stations may also be intercepted and recorded 
by our monitoring stations. Point-to-point radio messages, either within 
this country or between foreign points, are also subject to surveillance 
by our monitoring stations. The Commission's monitoring facilities thus 
permit us to check on practically all radio transmissions within the _ 
country and on a great deal of radio communication. between foreign points, 


Equally important in providing for control of public or 
private communication, are regulations for the retention of records of 
programs and messages. Under the Communications Act, the Commission has, 
either. by rule or order, required that communication companies maintain 
certain records of their transmissions. Thus, all radio stations must 
keep a log of station activity. At present these logs generally require 
only brief entries regarding the nature and the time of the transmissions. 
However, if need be, more stringent requirements can be imposed. For 
éxample, the present international broadcast stations are obliged to make - 
mechanical recordings of ‘each program, together with trmslations in 
English. With respect. 0 carriers, the Commission's requirements go even 
further and prescribe that messages are to be kept in the files of the 
carriers either indefinitely or for certain specified periods. Regulations 
of this kind are, of murse, essential to carrying out any censorship 
measure. The Commission is in a position to mbdify the present regula- 
tions or adopt new ones to meet thé need of whatever plan is accepted. 


The Commission's Foreign Broadcast Monitoring Service records.- 
and analyzes all propaganda broadcasts directed to this country and this 
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hemisphere. An office inf | also permits analysis of domestic’ b7D 
broadcasts of the major European countries. The trained. propaganda 

‘and information experts of this Service thus subject to continuous 

examination the- propaganda output.of foreign countries. While this 

service has no program or desire to determine any “basic censorship 

policies or the tenor of counter propaganda, nevertheless, its trained 

‘staff of analysts, as well as its reports, may provide significant 

assistance to the persons in charge of censorship. 


Finally, the. Commission, under the Act, has the duty of 
licensing all radio stations in the public interest, convenience, and 
necessity. The exercise of such licensing power may possibly have an 
important part in controlling the commmication of facts and opinion. 
Renewals may be denied or revocations ordered where stations have de- 
parted from legal requirements. The Commission's licensing authority 
also extends to radio operators, and in this regard too, it may serve 
as an aid in carrying out control programs.

When 
questioned as to the meaning of totel censorship, he meant that all mail 
and commmications of any kind going into and out of Mexico were being 
censored.
